Foi-  scvci'jil  ycjii's  ii(»\v  it  has  scciiumI  that  every 
eity  and  ahiiost  every  liaiiih-t  on  the  I^acit'ie  Ocean 
lias  heeii  iiiakiuu;  some  a(leqnat<'  ))re)»aiatioii  to  meet 
the  new  conditions  ])recii)itate(l  l)y  tlie  Panama 
i'aiial  and  other  movements  on  this  ocean,  with  the 
soh>  and  sin^h'  e\ce|)ti(»n  of  Vancouver.  On  our  side 
of  tile  water,  San  l)ie^(»,  Los  An^ch'S,  San  Francisco, 
l*(»itland,  Taconia,  Seattle,  Victoria  and  Prince 
Rupert  have  all  shown  some  laudihle  puhlic  spirit, 
and  some  measure  <»f  foresight.  We  alone  have  been 
sittini;  here  in  our  sloth  as  if  the  dock  and  harlxir 
facilities  of  a  woi'ld  port  could  he  comprehended 
within  a  few  wo(»den  wharves.  This  is  a  subject 
which  no  man  who  has  any  interest  in  the  future  of 
Vancouver  can  ap])roacli  without  shame.  Some  day 
perhaps  the  (luestion  will  be  raised  in  a  cogent  way 
as  to  why  we  have  been  doiiii;  nothinj^'  worthy  of  our 
oi)j)ortunity. 

At  last,  however,  it  seems  as  if  Vancouver  is  to 
do  something"  quite  worthy  of  its  inconi])arable  des- 
tiny. Vancouver  may  now  rest  assured  of  the  speedy 
realization  of  a  world  j)ort  jn-oject.  It  has  done  this 
by  fitting'  the  key  to  the  lock,  with  the  only  key  that 
will  fit  the  lock,  to  o])en  the  continent  l)eliind  us  to 
the  ocean  in  front.  The  act  is  vitally  important  not 
because  it  offers  Vancouver  one  of  the  completest

W'itli  the  realization  (d'  tlie  worhl  })ort  pro- 
ject tif  tiu'  \'anconver  Ilarlxti-  and  l)o(d<  Ivxteu- 
tion  ('(»niitany.  Limited,  tlie  mamifacturers  <d' 
this  city  ma>'  look  the  future  in  the  face  with- 
out a  lirimace,  foi*  they  will  he  a))le  tt»  comix'tc 
with  the  world.  We  are  n(»\\  certain  that  we  are  to 
lia\'e  a  i:;vvdt  industi'ial  center  at  the  very  gates  of 
l^mpii'e.  The  ,i;rowinu  oHti»ut  of  the  Canadian 
l»rairie  will  not  Ix-  carrietl  over  American  Railway-^ 
and  through  American  Ports.  Industrially  and  com-

seventy  miles  (»f  tiiwka^c  and  its  twelve  or  t'ifteeii 
sfjuare  miles  of  raet<»iy  and  dorkinu  area,  and  with 
every  I'aetory  site  aeeessihle  to  every  ship  and  rail- 
way ear  eoiniii;;  into  Uritisli  ("oliimhia. 

Let  it  he  reinemhered  that  the  meat  doek  and 
harh(»r  (h'Veloi>meiit  of  today  is  vastly  different 
from  wliat  it  was  ten  vears  a.uo.  One  of  the  first 
needs  of  tlie  <'itizeiis  of  this  city  is  to  realize  that  a 
few  wooden  wharves  cannot  coiistituti'  a  world  iiar- 
hor.  A  jtort  is  uicater  than  a  harltor.  A  harl»or  is 
ureater  than  a  d»»ek.  A  doek  is  lii-eater  than  a 
wharf,  and  a  wharf  is  greater  than  a  mnd  l>ank. 
The  shipitin--  facilities  of  Vancouver  iiave  passed 
from  the  status  of  mud  hank  t(»  wharf.  There  is 
ahout  t(»  he  a  revolutionary  ehanuc  N'aneoiiver  is 
to  liav<'  one  of  the  ureatest  (h>ek  and  liarltor  (h-vel- 
opmeiits  in  the  world,  and  we  may  look  torwar<l  to 
the  completion  of  the  only  project  of  imperial  mag- 
nitiuh'  ornanizt'd  on  an  adeipiate  scale  with  the  one 
and  only  sufficient  area,  in  the  (»ne  and  only  positi<»n 
to  make  Vancc.uver.  not  (Mily  a  j^reat  sliippin-  i»ort, 
hut  also  a  great  industrial  <-enter. 

Let  me  say  at  the  outset  that  I  am  interpreting 
my  presence  here  to(hiy  in  the  light  of  a  puhlic  duty.

We  must  li;i\c  adeipiate  defenses 
hy  land  and  sea.  and  \>e  niiist  hcLiin  at  oiiee  to  i:ra|»- 
|ile  with  the  'ask  of  niakinii  oursel\-es  self-suffii-iiiL;. 
All  this  means  that  we  must  lia\c  hattle  ships  and 
tiadiiiu  sliijis  and  we  must  make  them  here  in  \'an- 
eoii\-er.  Here  at  home  we  must  face  the  im)ierial 
duty  of  hiiildi'm-  a  Pacific  h'leet  and  a  Taeifie  Mer- 
cantile Maiiiie.  Ihit  if  we  are  to  hiiild  these  ships 
and  sail  them,  if  we  are  to  manufactui'e  uouds  and 
sell  them,  we  must  have  the  hock  and  Ilarhor  facil- 
ities necessary  to  a  world  port.  This  is  no  less  than  a 
hai'e  outline  of  th<'  minimum  (d'  the  pro^i-am  whicli 
\'ancouver  must  face  now  oi-  lose  the  uame. 

I  have  said  that  tlie  future  of  the  I-jiipire  will 
he  (h'cided  w  itliin  th<'  next  five  years.

Our  task  is  to  find,  if  jmis- 
sihle.  an  area  of  sufficient  si/e.  and  so  placed,  as  to 
make  it  possihie  for  all  those  ^reat  industries  tt  come 
here  which  will  lay  staltle  (M-oiioiiiic  l'<»uiidations  for 
X'aucouver  and  Hritish  ('oluinhia.  wliicli  is  (aiiada 
on  the  Pacific. 

The  Seven  Laws. 

I  have  l)een  classifyint;-  roiiiihly  the  laws  that 
L!o\('rii  the  selection  and  decchipmeiit  of  the  Dock 
and  Ilailior  site  adeciiiate  to  a  world  port.  This 
never  has  heeii  done  hefore  s<t  far  as  I  know.  And 
this  is  hut  a  tentati\'e  statement,  and  suhject  to 
future  re-arraniicment.  I>ut  I  have  found  seven 
iiiexorahle  laws  (»f  I"]coiiomic  (ieouraphy  which  will 
determine  such  a  site  and  we  will  ohey  or  iieulect 
them  at  our  jieril.  If  ve  want  success  in  this  matter 
of  a  ureat  metropolis  we  must  listen  to  the  voice  (»f 
pure  science  on  the  suhject.

Law  of  Area. 

A  wuild  |Mirt  iiiust  liavc  aiiii)lc  iiMim  t'oi-  the 
oi'uaiiizatioii  in  niic  |)<«ck  aii<l  llarlxtr  Srliciiic  (if  its 
j»iMiici|>al  iiidiistiics  with  its  occai!  and  I'aiiway  tcr- 
niiiials.  To  cuinpctc  siicccssfiilly  witli  the  world,  it 
must  halaiicc  its  natural  iiauclicajts  with  the  scientific 
int('i'-i-('lation  of  the  a<-ti\'itics  of  coininci-cc  and 
industr>-.  and  that  i»laccd  in  ucom-aphic  jiositimi.  Tc* 
illusti-atc.  one  steel  concern  liad  its  i'e)»i'esentatives 
here  to  select  1,0(10  acres  of  flat  and  unoccui>ied  and 
cheai»  ''""I  pldperly  placed  with  reference  to  ocean 
and  railway  ternnnals.  Where  could  this  he  found 
on  False  Ci'eek  or  Hurrai'd  Inlet.'  It  could  not  he 
found.  Tills  concern  was  ready  to  come  here  and 
invest  a  hun(h-ed  million  (h»llai's  in  a  ]»lant,  and  would 
have  done  so.  if  at  that  time  the  A'r.ncouvei-  Ilarhoi- 
and  Dock  Fxtensiou  Company.  J.imited,  had  been  in 
j)osition  to  let  them  have  a  site.  Several  other  ureat 
concerns  hax'e  heeii  tui'Ued  away,  hecanse  tiiis,  the 
only  site  they  would  consider,  was  not  ready  for 
husiness.  Let  me  ask  you  a  ([Uestion,  Do  you  thiidv 
such  industi'ies  would  he  liood  for  \'auc(»uver  .^ 
Ali'eady  nearly  eiiouuh  ui-eat  industries  have  ])eeii 
turned  away  fi'oni  Vancouver  to  fill  one  half  the 
whole  land  area  owned  hy  this  Comj)any,  which, 
excdusive  of  the  lune  s(|uare  miles  <»f  foreshore,  is 
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iiliuiit  six  niifl  oiic-liiiir  s<|ii;in'  miles.  Is  it  ii«tt  ]tlaiii 
that  loii^  iM't'dic  tliis  jii'oicct  is  riiiislicd  cNcrv  a\ail- 
aldc  t'iM.t  of  its  |»r<>])crty  will  In-  taU<'ii  iijt  and  that 
when  this  is  (hnic  all  the  rest  *>\'  the  water  t'l-oiit  «>t' 
(ii'eater  \'aiie(iiiver  will  he  hmimht  into  reiniisition  / 
And  is  it  not  eleai-  that  snrh  a  development  here 
would  doulil* — ti'ehle,  realty  values  over  the  whole 
jieninsula  ! 

1 1'  \'aueouver  is  the  key  to  the  impei'ial  situation, 
it  nnist  follow  that  tile  key  to  the  i»rosj)ei-it\'  of  \'an- 
eou\ci'  is  to  he  tiiat  Docjv  and  llarhor  (h'velo|>nient. 
whatever  and  wliei'ever  it  is  to  he.  w  itliout  wineh 
A'anrouver  eaiui(»t  liecouie  a  world  port.  I  am 
lu-ouuiit  to  say  this  to  you:  To  a  veiy  larue  extent, 
the  IJritish  ianpire  of  the  future  is  to  de|teiid  upon 
the  choice  hv  VancouNcr  of  a  Dock  and  llarhor  site, 
and  in  our  development  of  the  same.  Tpon  (»ur 
(•h<»ice  and  u]»on  the  way  we  huild  depends.  s(»  far  as 
Canachi  is  concerned,  hoth  the  conmiercial  and  poli- 
tical sujireniac-y  of  the  Pacific.  The  time  is  not  far 
away,  wlu-n  Pacific  siijucmacy  is  world  su)»remacy. 
But  w  hat  world  supremacy  is  conceivalde  hased  up<»n 
a  iiarhor  (h-velopmeiit  of  a  few  woo(h'ii  wharves  in  a 
salt  water  harlxn'.  with  n<»  I'oom  for  industi'ies  oi- 
I'ailway  coi  meet  ions .''  I  am  making  no  cajttious 
criticism,  hut  the  forhichliiiu  facts  demand  some  one 
to  say  that  industrial  development  is  inconceival>le 
in  I>uriard  Inlet  or  h'alse  ('reek  where  the  hest  of 
the  water-front  is  owned  hy  two  railroads  wlii(di, 
then  selves  owniii;;  it.  have  (h-finitidy  abandoned,  tn 
find  room  eiiomih  even  for  their  yainhiijc  and  track- 
auc  at  port  Mann  and  <  "o(piitlam.  Witli  sev<'i'al  urcat 
iiuhistries  ali-eady  <dainorinu  for  from  five  hundrod 
to  fifteen  huiuh'ed  acres  each  of  lev(d  land  adjacent 
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tn  •M-cjiii  ;iii(l  i;iili(i;i(l  tniiiiii.ils  w  lint  cliMticc  is  tlici't' 
ill  citlicr  of  tlicsc  Idfjilitirs  -csiM'cially  wlim  flic 
prices  III'  sites  ;il-e  so  e.M  •rliitjlllt  tlljit  tllev  Wdllhl 
hot  lie  cdiisidered  e\-e||  i  |'  tllel'e  Were  rodin.  iJllt 
witlmiit  niuiii  or  elieniuiess  or  tei'iniiial  t'aeilities 
w  here  are  oiir  future  iudust  lies  to  ^o  .''

Law  of  Concentration. 


World  shipping  inter-related  with  an  iinpei-ial 
industiy  nnist  ii(»t  only  liaxc  room.  Thei-e  nnist  not 
h<'  to(»  inueli  I'ooin.  Our  I'utiM-e  industries  nnist  not 
he  seattelcd  oxc!'  the  whole  L'dO  S(piaie  miles  of  iJur- 
i;ii(l  I'eiiinsida. 

An  indnsti-ial  center  should  he  located  at  the 
particular  spot  where  its  raw  matei'ials  can  he 
recei\-eil  and  where  its  finished  pi-oducts  can  he  put 
nn  hoard  cai-  oi'  ship  with  the  least  possihie  expendi- 
ture in  Ix.th  money  and  time.  This  means  that  its 
wai'ehouse  doois  should  open  so  ileal*  hoth  railwax' 
tracks  and  aiidioi-ed  ships,  that  freight  can  he  han- 
dled hy  modern  nieclianism  and  traiisfei'ed  with 
clcapiiess  and  dispatch  from  the  one  to  th<'  other. 
Tile  factory  on  the  top  of  the  hill  with  the  dock  at 
the  foot  of  the  hay  and  the  I'ailway  terminal  up  the 
\alley.  and  served  hy  di'ays  at  ten  dollars  a  day  each, 
soon  ceases  to  stand  in  the  «-ateuoiy  oi'  an  industry 
and  (jiiickly  assumes  the  status  (d'  a  Charitx'  Oi-iian- 
i/ation  society.  Such  a  factory,  with  the  jirice  of 
wa^ics   in    llritish   ('olumhia.  c.-iniiot    comitete    with 
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cnstcni  iimiiiifjictiiriiiu  (•stal>!islmi('nts.  iinn-li  less 
with  tlinsc  iiidiistrics  which  ;iit  luc.-itcd  iiit('lliu«'iitl\' 
with  iciciciicc  to  thr  x'ciy  last  woid  that  has  hrcii 
said,  and  the  very  hist  thiiiu  that  has  Ix-cii  (hnic  in 
thr  must  iiiii<h'iii  and  i-ftiricnt  (hn-k  and  harhor  an-h- 
itrctnic  of  the  w<»rhl.

When  siiips  cdnie  in  I'rnm  their  hmu' 
vnyaucs  they  seek  safety.  Shiitpei's  and  shij)  (twners 
want  seeuiit.w  They  w  ill  avoid  (  ver\-  uiniecessary 
(hniuvi-.  They  will  a(hl  (h-liherately  to  no  peril,  nor 
will  they  take  unnecessary  chances,  and.  tilings  hein<,^ 

e(|iial.  they  will  never  cl se  a  salt-water  harhor.    A 

fresh-water  harl.or  avoids  the  deadly  tored(.  and 
achls  an  iniiM.rtant  element  to  the  matter  of  security. 
Shippers  and  sliij)  owners  will  av(»id  the  naviuatiou 

of  those  rivers  which  are  suhject  to  fl 1  and  swift 

currents  ani  shiftiiiu'  cjiannels.  for.  especiallv  in  fou'. 
such  conditions  ai-e  (hiiii;crons.  Thi  y  will  clioose 
also  the  harhoi-  \  itli  ample  depth  at  low  water.  Manv 
of  the  ureat  harhors  of  the  world  are  inaccessihle 
except  at  hi-h  tide.  That  in  the  Lulu  Island  dock 
and  harJK.r  i»roject  will  offer  thirty-six  feet  (»f  water 
at  low  tide,  and  fifty-one  feet  of  water  in  hi,i;li  tide. 
This  s})ot  offers  for  the  dockinii'  of  vessels  the  fewest 
difficulties  and  the  least  (huiucr.  with  more  of  the 
elements  of  security  than  will  he  f(»uiid  in  any  otlier 
spot  in  IJritish  ('olund)ia.  1  challenge  successful 
c'Mitradiition.     Let  us  lay  it  down  as  an  important 
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law  of  rcuiH'niic  iicdiii'apliy  iTlatiiiu'  t<>  (K'('aii  ports,

(ieiitlemeii:  The  time  lias  come  foi'  X'aucouver 
to  do  soiiiethiim.  The  time  lias  come  foi'  us.  one 
and  all,  to  think  iniix'i'ially  of  this  imperial  city.  We 
must  aliandoii  oiii'  parochial  outlook.  We  are  not  Ji 
prairie  tow  n.  We  are  not  placed  in  a  local  )»ositi(»ii. 
We  .ire  not  sustained  l»y  a  local  ein'ironnieiit.  We 
are  not  confined  to  an  economic  hinterland  of  a  few 
hundred  miles.     We  are  the  world's  and  the  world 
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is  ours:  f<»r  now  we  may  assiniic  with  ruiit'idciH'c  the 
destiny  wiiich  Nature  au<l  Circuuistanee  have 
marked  nut  t'oi'  us. 

The  time  lias  come  fnr  us  ii)  (h>  souiethimr.  <>i'  t<> 
ask  wliy  we  are  (hiiui;-  unthiuu-.  Last  May  in  Pauauia 
tlie  -reat  steam-shnv«'ls  met.  The  !'iu  Ditch  is  i)rae- 
tieally  e(.mi»h'te.  Witliin  (in  (hiys  or  so  the  yreat 
wateiway  will  he  finished.  Ocean  steamships  will 
he  ci-ossinu  the  American  hemisphei'e.  I  say,  gentle- 
men, the  time  has  come  for  us  to  do  somethinu'.  The 
day  has  ari-ived  when  we  nuist  act.  and  hehave  n(» 
lonuci-  like  children  and  amateui's  i.ut  as  men  and 
cosmopolitans. 

We  nmst  have  an  ini])ei-ial  harhor  if  we  are  to 
have  a  world  p<»rt.  We  must  oriiani/.e  our  ureat 
industries  within  the  Teiniinal  Zone  if  we  are  to 
overcome  our  natui'al  handicaps.  Whatever  may  \)o 
the  inconceivahle  attitude  of  those  men  here  and 
elsewhere  who  have  heen  unfi'iendly  to  the  pro]»er 
and  ad('<|uate  development  (»f  the  port  of  VancM.uvcr, 
the  day  will  come  in  the  futui-e  sui-ely  enouuh  when 
Vancouver  will  he  ready  and  willinii-  to  oivedueci-cdit 
to  those  men  who  have  i^iven  their  hest  efforts,  and 
sjx'ut  their  real  nutuey  on  the  oidy  locatitm  of  all  the 
7.000  miles  of  coast  line  of  this  Province  wliich  is  pos- 
sihle  for  such  a  project,  and  who  have  organized  a 
dock  and  harhoi-  develo]>ment  which  can  offer  to  hoth 
shi])i>in,<i  and  industrial  interests  every  economy 
demanded  hy  economic  and  lieotiraphic  science,  evei-y 
advantage  tliat  will  attract  the  mastei-s  of  ships,  and 
the  ca]itains  of  industry. 
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
